WE have done nothing but go to funerals since I 
st wrote you. M. André Perisse, the head of one 
the largest publishing firms in France, is dead. 
he Parisian publishers look with a little disdain 
pon a provincial publisher, but the ancient and 
onorable firm of Perisse Brothers yielded to none 
f its metropolitan contemporaries in wealth and 
a the importance of its trade, though it was estab- 
shed at Lyons. Of a truth, its rivals of the capi- 
al might have studied to advantage the lesson it 
taught by its princely munificence. Charity, 
whether mumbled by the decrepit or prattled by 
infancy, was the Open Sesame which their purse 
never resisted. Their name seems upon the verge 
of disappearing from the * Publishers’ Directory :” 
bat years of continual memory are reserved it in 
hospital, and school, and church at Lyons, where 
they established pious foundations. I do not know 
how much older their firm may be, but M. André 
Perisse’s father, M. Perisse Duluc (who was a pub- 
lisher), was elected a deputy to the States-General 
in 1789. His sons, Antoine, André, and Stéphane 
Etienne succeeded to the establishment. They 
| were the “brothers.” None of them, except Ste- 
phane Etienne, married; he long since retired 
from trade, and lives at the noble mansion, Chateau 
de Belle-Rive, Quai des Etroits, Lyons. There issued 
| from his marriage only two daughters, and both of 






































] them are, I believe, unmarried. This firm published 
little besides liturgical and other strictly religious 
books. 





We have lost, too, a young poet, under sad cir- 
cumstances. He was just five-and-twenty. He was 
the author of a life of Mme. de Lamartine, and a 
} life of Hégésippe Moreau (whose fate was so like 
} his own); he wrote some novels and a volume of 
poems which so/d. But being without any capital 
(that fulcrum without which the best lever is worth- 
| less), he was obliged to transmute ink and paper 
| into gold before he could obtain his daily bread. 
The consequence was he fasted more than his con- 
| 












stitution could bear, Privations of all sorts super- 
induced consumption, and for some years past he 
| dragged himself from one hospital to another, and 
; | was often refused even this poor shelter. He would 
| 
i 







have died at home in a quiet little Norman village, 
had not M. Legouvé (the author of “ Medea,” etc.), 
who knew his poverty and his desperate health, 
wrote him that the French Academy had granted 
a prize to his volume of poetry, “ Les Chants du 
Capitole,” and he (M. Legouvé) begged him to 
accept the value of the prize in advance. It was a 
delicate way of relieving distress. The poor fellow 
was faltering forth his soul when the letter reached 
him. Dying, as he was, he rose, quitted his family, 
and came to Paris to hear his name and work ap- 
plauded. When he discovered the truth he sank 
lower than ever. One evening, after he had spent 
all day trying to get admission to a hospital, he 
Wgank exhausted at the door of his publisher, M. 
Bachelin Deflorenne, who at once obtained a bed for 
im at Necker Hospital, where he died. Six men 
nd one woman accompanied his remains from the 
ospital to the graveyard, where they were placed 
h the Potter’s Field. I never hear of one of these 
remature deaths, brought on by want, without 
thinking of poor Rachel, who, when panting for 
breath, and without appetite, at a table laden with 
very delicacy which could challenge sickness’s 
whims, said, with a melancholy smile: “ Had some 
ood soul advanced me a few hundred chickens and 
few hundred loaves of bread, I should not be the 
invalid I am.” What a pity it is that man hath 
pt the witch’s power of looking into the seeds of 
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time, and telling which grain will grow'and which 
will not! May be we have, and the art.is taught in 
the lesson of haspitality to all, since angels have 
been entertained unawares. 

The other coffin we saw interred contained the 
remains of a most extraordinary man. When I 
recall his history, I am incredulons, and I ask my- 
self: Am I not dreaming? You will stare when I 
tell you the man we buried passed for a god here, 
declared himself to be divine, and was so accepted 
by such men as M. Michel Chevalier, the well- 
known political economist ; the brothers Pereire, the 
founders of the Credit Mobilier, and the wealthiest 
railway proprietors in l'rance; M. Duveyrier, the 
dramatic author; M. Felicien David, the composer; 
M. Jean Reynaud, the author of “ Terre et Ciel;” 
M. Emile Barrot, the French Ambassador at Mad- 
rid; Carnot, a deputy from Paris to the Corps 
Legislatif; and the present Emperor of the French 
himself. Does not this seem incredible? It is 
nevertheless true. Barthelémy Prosper Enfantin 
was born in Dauphiné, in 1796. His father was 
a wealthy banker of this province. He was des- 
tined for the army, like all young Frenchmen 
of that period. He passed the examination re- 
quired, and was admitted a member of the Poly- 
technic School in 1813. I may mention here a re- 
mark frequently made, especially during the stormy 
years of 1845, °49, and ’50, that pupils of the Poly- 
technic School are more prone than graduates of the 
Humanities to catch any wild social reform. All of 
our madmen who would reform society come from 
that school. Bishop Colenso, in England, may like- 
wise be instanced to show the injurious effect of 
mathematical studies upon some minds; for his 
imperfections seem to lie in exacting mathematical 
proof in domains where moral certainty is the ut- 
most demonstration which man can obtain. Before 
young Enfantin could graduate at the Polytechnic 
School, the great changes of 1814-15 had taken 
place. Bonaparte was justly exiled from the theatre 
which he had so crimsoned with human blood; the 
Bourbons were reinstated on their ancestral throne. 
One of the first things they did was to suppress the 
Polytechnic School, whose lads (Enfantin among 
them; he was conspicuous as an artillery officer) 
had fought with great gallantry against the Allied 
Armies which were bringing the Bourbons to the 
Tuileries. Young Enfantin, finding the career of 
armns closed (the temple of Janus seemed walled 
up then, so tightly were its doors fastened), em- 
barked in trade. He took service with a wine 
merchant of Romans, in the department of the 
Drome. He “travelled” for this firm during 1821 
and 1822. He then received an appointment ina 
banking house at St. Petersburg, where he spent 
the whole of 1823. He returned to Paris early in 
1824, and obtained a cashiership in an extensive 
firm. Paris then was seething with that political 
agitation which was to,burst forth with such vio- 
lence in 1830, and young Enfantin was of course 
(it was the fate of everybody in the middle classes) 
drawn into the political maelstrém. He became @ 
member of the Carbonari. This association seems 
to have thrown him with Olinde Rodrigues, 4 
wealthy Portuguese Jew, who was the right-hand 
man, the aliter ego of—what shall I call the extra- 
ordinary man who founded the Saint Simonian 
School: madman, or sophist, or dreamer ? 

Do you know the history of this man? He was 
of noble blood, a member of that family whose un- 
dying illustration is derived from the saturnine his- 
torian of the court of Louis XIV., who poured his 
bile (which was unusually acrid) over all Ver- 
sailles, and then embalmed it in the amber of & 
style which can never be surpassed. Saint Simon

his relief rescued him from death; but he lost an | 
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was wealthy. He early conceived the design of re- 
modelling society and science. He was a great 
traveller (a rare personage in that snail age). He 
wrote and published at his own expense several 
works. He made many eccentric and expensive 
experiments. In attempting to remove poverty 
from among men, he fell into its abyss, and to such 
a depth as to leave him nothing but despair. He 
He made the at- 


eye by his suicidal attempt. He returned to his 
favorite system. He labored zealously to dissemi- 
nate his doctrines, and did win by degrees disciples 
—among whom were Augustin Thierry (the histo- 
rian of William the Conqueror), Auguste Comte 
(the author of the system of * Positive Philosophy”’), 
Olinde Rodrigues, and some others. Rodrigues ex- 
plained the stuff of which the sick man’s dreams 
were made, and Enfantin at once caught the fever. 
When St. Simon died, the school founded a news- 
paper to defend and diffuse his doctrines, and by 
degrees the corporal’s guard swelled toa good-sized 
army. There are so many people in Paris disposed 
to find true a creed which professes to treat how 
men are to grow rich by a sort of active idleness, 
and to honor their Maker by sedulous sensual in- 
dulgence! The Polytechnic school of course fur- 
nished many of the recruits, the garrets of our Grub 
Street added others, and the studios of artists com- 
pleted the number. In no city in the world are 
garrets and studios filled with wilder and bitterer 
theorists than those of Paris. The Englishman has 
religion and home and our conservative nature to 
keep him within bounds. The German has pipe 
and beer to make sluggish blood still more stag- 
nant; besides, if he dreams, he is contented ; reality 
alone has thorns for him. But the Frenchman— 
living in a capital where the whole course of life is 
a perpetual challenge to the senses; where “ get 
money and enjoy me” is the chime rung from every 
shop-window and every bonnet in the street ; where 
there is no religion but the table, and no hopes be- 
yond life—leads Tantalus’s existence, and as drown- 
ing men catch at straws because they have nothing 


else to catch at, these fevered and embittered peo- | 


ple catch at any soap-bubble which promises to lift 
them above poverty. The Revolution of 1830 op- 
portunely occurred for the immediate heirs of St. 
Simon. All France then thought the millennium 
surely had come. Olinde Rodrigues insisted that 
Enfantin should take his place as the acknowledged 
head of the Simonians. The first act of Enfantin 
was to issue a proclamation to France, commanding 
them, under the most awful penalties, to abolish all 
tenures of property, which thenceforward was to be 
held in common (at the next Revolution, that of 
1848, a disciple of St. Simon improved on this doc- 
trine, and said: “ Property is the synonyme of rob- 
bery”), to declare no devise of real or other estate 
lawful, and to declare women liberated, that is, equal 
but not “ parallel” to man, the social individual not 
being man alone, but man-and-woman, two in one; 
marriage was no longer to be perpetual and indis- 
soluble, for fickle natures have a power and a mo 

rality from their fickleness ; in fine, a larger law was 
to be established, in which fickle and constant na- | 
tures would alike find satisfaction. Enfantin threw | 
up his place as cashier, and devoted himself to this | 
work. He established a newspaper, ‘‘Le Preduc- | 
teur,” of which he was editor, and to which Messrs. | 
Blanqui (the political economist), Halevy (the com- 

poser), Bazard, Duveyrier (the well-known dramatic

Burgundy. He was a wise Frenchman who said: 
“The way to men’s hearts and heads is through 
the diaphragin.” People who resist every syllogism, 
and even maiden’s tears, melt inte something hu- 
man over a bottle of chambertin, and a dish of 
turbot with green oyster purée. Love (what the 
French call love: lust we call it) waved its purple 
wings at the “ philosophical conferences,” for mo- 
thers and sisters and daughters (as the “ parallels” 
were styled) took in the discourses and the roasts. 
They all wore uniforms: the men were habited in 
a red tight-fitting dress, such as you see youths of 
the sixteenth century clad in; over it (for it covered 
the man from throat to toe) was a large white round- 
about with short sleeves; the boots were those loose- 
legged boots you see actors wear in “ Richelieu ;” 
around the neck was hung a symbolic collar of 
polished steel, whose every ring bore the name of a 
dead “ brother,” and over the whole was a Spanish 
black cloak; the costume was completed by a stu- 
dent’s red cap. The women were attired in white, 
with violet scarfs. Enfantin did work miracles. 
He asked for money, and money came as hounds 
come to the huntsman’s voice. The money did not 
come from ignorant pockets. It came from the 
vaults of great bankers and extensive manufac- 
turers and wealthy merchants. Each remittance 
was accompanied by an exhortation to call for 
more, and a sort of gentle expostulation for not 
asking larger sums. 

No wonder Enfantin passed for a god. It is re- 
markable that he exerted this influence over money 
all of his life, and that all the men who were with 
him likewise possessed this same influence. I 
could relate some strange instances in point, if my 
waning space did not admonish me to be brief; but 
look at the Pereires and Michel Chevalier if you 
would seek examples to avouch the truth of my 
remark. One of La Fontaine’s fables tells how two 
cocks lived in peace until a hen appeared. La 
Fontaine, forsooth! turn to The Book, and see how 
blissful Adam was and micht have been had Eve 
never set her foot in Paradise. Eve’s daughters 
marred Enfantin’s Eden. One of the Vice-Poutifts 
had a very pretty daughter, who grew up to be 
marriageable while all this bliss lasted. He was 
illogical enough to insist upon her taking one hus- 
band and heir in the presence of the mayor and 
curate, as grovelling French law provides. Eden

(there were now 40,000 people in France afliliated 
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to the St. Simonian school). He declared that the | 
new dogma was incarnate in him alone, and that 
he was “the living law and the Messiah.” He 
attempted to organize his model community on 
several acres situated on a hill northeast of Paris. 
He had forty or fifty people with him, who divided 
their time between manual labor, “religious” con- 
ferences, and symbolical ceremonies. A vaudeville | 
of the day ridiculed the quality of persons and their 
occupations wittily enough in lines which I may 
roughly translate: “ A learned lawyer, who sparkles 
with talent, skims our soup-pot and chops up our 
spinach; two sub-prefects wash plates and dishes ; 
a banker picks our ducks. A dragoons’ major em- 
broiders and sews buttons on; a tender soprano 
saws and brings up our wood; a learned judge 
washes our shirts and starches all our collars. A 
child of Apollo cleans our boots ; a state councillor 
brushes our clothes; a duke cultivates our onions, 
leeks, and carrots, and puts our chickens to roost.” 
Meanwhile the French government had been slowly 
reorganizing, and was at last in position to check 
this immoral assemblage. Enfantin and his follow- 
ers were arraigned for immorality, and their com- 
munity was suppressed. He and one or two of his 
leading friends were sentenced to imprisonment. 
The sentence was not carried into effect. He quitted 
France for the East, where he wandered some years. 
He returned to France, and became a sort of mail 
contractor; he established a posting stable on one of 
the roads leading into Lyons. In this obscure sta- | 
tion he was not obscure. He was appointed, in 1841, 
a member of the scientific commission to Algeria. 
When the Paris and Lyons railway was built, he 
became President of it. During the storms of 1848 
he founded a newspaper, “Le Credit,” to advance 
his old ideas; but it failed of public support. Then 
he returned to the Lyons railway, and filled a re- 
sponsible situation in it, which he held till his 
death. He died suddenly of apopiexy. He gave 
the strictest injunctions that no religious ceremony 
of any sort should take place over his corpse. His 
body was taken from the deathbed, placed in the 
coffin, and borne directly to the grave. M. Arles 
Dufour and M. Gueroult made speeches before the 
earth was thrown in. M. Enfantin was a man of 
noble appearance, captivating manners, and great 
oratorical talents. He has published many works 
and pamphlets, and he wrote a great deal in the 
newspapers. He has bequeathed all his works to 
the Arsenal Library, and his private papers to M. 
Arles Dufour. It is said the iatter cannot be pub- 
lished for some years to come.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY, 


Lectures on some Subjects of Modern History and 


Biography, delivered at the Catholic University of 


Ireland, 1860 to 1864. By J. B. Robertson, Esq. 
pp. 258. Dublin: William Bernard Kelly. 
Mr. Robertson, besides being Professor of Modern 


History at the Institution named in the above title, 
is well known as the translator of Schlegel’s “ Philo- 
sophy of History,” and Meehler’s “Symbolism.” The 
subjects of these lectures are the History of Spain 
in the Eighteenth Century, the Life, Writings, and 
Times of M. de Chateaubriand, and the Secret So- 






















































































































































































































































































































cieties of Modern Times. These subjects appear to 
be unconnected, yet the author traces a thread of 
unity running through them. The disquisitions on 
the History of Spain and the History of Secret So- 
cieties rest on published documents, but the author 
states that his account of Chateaubriand is drawn 
from oral communications and personal reminis- 
cences, as well as from published documents and 
literary works. This portion of the volume occupies 
nearly two hundred pages, and seems to have been a 
labor of love with the writer; indeed, he says, “it 
recalled to mind the happiest period of my life, when 
the world as yet was all before me, when I followed 
Lectures at the University of Paris, and was ad- 
mitted to those brilliant circles of the Faubourg St. 
Germain, which I have never since forgotten.” The 
preface gives us some interesting personal glimpses 
of de Rohan, la Mennais, Lacordaire, and their con- 
temporaries. The general style of the Lectures is 
scholarly, elevated, and inspiriting; at times they 
are quite eloquent, and we doubt not they will be 
read with pleasure by students of m: tern history 
and literature. Mr. Kelly has issued the volume 
in a style of exemplary neatness. It appears to be 
equal to the best specimens of the London press, 
and is an illustration of the art of book manufac- 
ture of which he may well be proud. | 


Egypt’s Princes; A Narrative of Missionary Labor 
in the Valley of the Nile. By Rev. Gulian Lansing, 
Missionary of the United Presbyterian Church in 
Egypt. pp. 426. New York: Robert Carter ‘& 
Brothers. 

Mr. Lansing in his preface disclaims all affecta- 
tion of literature, and says that if the critics wish 
to break a shaft with him it must be on Arab steeds, 
and in the field of Arabic literature. As wedo not 
incline to accept either his equestrian or his linguis- 
tic challenge we must waive all criticism, even if 
we had been otherwise disposed to venture any. 
But really he has in the mere narrative of his move- | 
ments given us such a lively, pleasant, and graphic 
series of sketches, that the reader will be much | 
more pleased than if the author had attempted fine 
writing. The book is one of the most agreeable of 
its class which we have seen for a long time, and 
gives us a very favorable opinion of the good sense | 
and judicious zeal of its author.

Samuel Curwen was at the outbreak of the Revo- | 
Intion a Judge of Admiralty in Massachusetts. He 
was a Loyalist, and in May, 1775, he set sail for 
England, where he remained until 1784, when he 
returned and spent the remainder of his days in| 
his native country. The portly and goodly volume | 
before us is made up of his journals and letters | 
written during his residence in.England. A great | 
deal of interest attaches to the volume, and it was 
elaborately noticed in Dickens’ “ Household Words” | 
for May and June, 1853. The fact that this is a 
fourth edition shows how much the work has been 
esteemed, and it is especially valuable to those who 
make a study of the several relations of the men 
of the period to which it relates. A copious appen- 
dix, illustrative documents, and biographical 
sketches throw much light upon the actors and 
events of Colonial and Revolutionary politics. The 
journal is a sort of daguerreotype of opinion in 
England during the war, and the style in which it 
is written is neat, lively, and graphic. The work | 
is issued, by Little, Brown & Co. in an admirable 
and appropriate form.

upon great questions. We regard it as quite an 
important contribution to the literature of the war, 
or rather of its politics.

The sessions of the Peace Conference were 
private, and heretofore the most that we have known 
of the proceedings of that body was the vote —

Chittenden commenced taking notes on the first day 

of the session. He thus obtained what he deems 

to be a full and accurate record of the action of the 

Conference and the observations of its members. 

The report does not profess to be a verbatim one, but 

the author says that the gentlemen who have exa- 

mined it all concur upon the question of its general 
accuracy. An appendix contains, very properly, 
the action of Congress and of the State Legislatures 

























upon the propositions. We regard the book as a 
very valuable volume in the literature of the civil 
war, and the public should thank the reporter for 
having assumed the labor of its preparation. 
The Suppressed Book about Slavery. Prepared for 

Publication in 1857, never published until the Present 

Time. pp. 432. New York: Carleton. 

All the suppression that seems to attach to this 
book consists in the fact that the author is said to 
have stereotyped it in 1857, and to have refrained 
from the publication of it, for some reason or other, 
until the present time. Public opinion, however, 
in 1864, is in such a perturbed state, that what may 
constitute a sensation book now would not then 
have found readers. The work itself is of the most 
enthusiastic anti-slavery tone, and in saying this, 
we think we have correctly described its position, 
which is all that we generally attempt to do with 
political disquisitions.

Introduction to the Study of International Law, de- 
signed as an Aid in Teaching and in Historical 
Studies. By Theodore D. Woolsey, President of 
Yale College. Second edition, revised and en- 
larged. pp. 441. New York: Charles Scribner 
President Woolsey’s original work was a manual 

of academic instruction, which might have been 

prepared by any intelligent and judicious compiler. | 

This enlarged edition of it is of a more extended 

and pretentious character. There is that in the 

long training for a particular profession which can- 
not be acquired by the amateur who makes a study 
of a special professional subject, and the writer of 
this large volume may have a fancy for this sort of 
reading and writing, but accurate thinkers will 
hesitate to accept a Doctor of Divinity as an au- 
thority upon International Law. The world will 
always distrust, and justly distrust, works written 
ultra crepidam, no matter how eminent may be the 
sutor. We make no special objection to this trea- 
tise, for we have not examined it with sufficient 
minuteness. It may answer for collegiate instruc- 
tion, but lawyers, courts, and diplomatists prefer to | 
consult the works of those whose professional train- 
ing qualifies them to speak with that confidence, 
and, if we may say so, instinct, which only a 
thorough professional training can beget. It seems, 
so far as we have looked into it, to be well 
enough adapted to educated general readers, and 
to young men who are cultivating themselves 
by the study of historical and political science. 
It is to this class, indeed, that the author, in 
his preface, suggests that his work is applicable, 
although, as with the ambition of striking higher, 
he gives us over sixty pages of bibliozraphy and of 
enumerated treaties. We have been embarrassed 
in assigning to the book its exact position. It can- 
not be accepted as a professional treatise, for it is 
not written by a professional gentleman, and the 
references in support of the text are made more to 
text-books than to adjudications, the latter being 
rarely cited. Nor can it be regarded as altogether 
a popular exposition, for there is brought forward 
more erudition than is required for merely popular 
purposes. It will, doubtless, oscillate between the 
professional and the popular class, and may please 
some of both, but not all of each, although we by 
no means intend to say that many of both classes 
will not regard it with equal interest. We should 
be gratified if it could meet with a general circula- 
tion, as it richly deserves. Men in public life as 
legislators, students, and historians, will find it an 
instructive volume, and, we are happy to add, Mr 

Scribner, the publisher, has issued it in his accus- 

tomed neat and attractive style. 
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The Law of Mortgages of Real and Personal Property. 
By Francis Hilliard, author of “The Law of Torts,” 
etc. Third edition, revised and greatly enlarged. 
2 vols. pp. xlii., 729; xxxii., 687. Boston: Little, 
Brown & Co. 

The first edition of this book appeared eleven or 
twelve years ago, and since that time it has been 
generally regarded as the leading American text- 
book on the subject. The present edition, the third, 
of the work, includes g copious addition of the late 
cases to the text and notes, with references also to 
later statutes. The treatise is so well known to the 
legal profession, that it would be mere affectation to 
enter into any statement of its characteristics or 
merits. It has, in fact, no rival or equal, for we 
cannot, as we write, recall any other American work 
which is in any respect entitled to be compared with 
it, and the American edition of Coote is, relatively 
to this, a meagre, restricted, and unsatisfactory pro- 
duction. We have noticed, in previous numbers, 
the voluminous and valuable law books which Little, 
Brown & Co. have, since the opening of the fall trade, 
added to that department of their stock. Other 
houses may thus take a hint not to restrict too nar- 
rowly their operations.
